Atlanta, Ga., March l l . — President 
Taft, In a notable speech before the 
closing session of the Southern Com 
mercial congress, made a plea to the 
young men of the South to eliminate 
from their consideration all narrow 
partisanship. 
In referring to his disappointment 
at the failure of the last session o? 
congress to ratify the Canadian rec 
procity act he declared he had 
in 
strutted the Am erican representative* 
to suggest to Canada a free trade ar­ 
rangement between the two countrie* 
ty^t thaj Canada had declined to con 
sider the proposal. 
“ Of course, the greatest disappoint 
ment of the last session of congress,’’ 
said Mr. Taft, “ was the failure of th« 
senate to follow the lead of the houst 
in ratifying the reciprocity agreement 
made with Canada. 
“ Under this reciprocity agreement 
the duties upon the importation of ag 
ricultural products, including cereals, 
vegetables, fruits and live cattle from 
each 
country 
into 
the 
other, 
are 
abolished, and free trade in them be­ 
tween the two countries is established 
In addition to that, there is free trade 
also In 
fish and 
In 
rough 
lumber 
while there are substantial reductions 
in iron ore, coal, meats, flour and all 
secondary food products and upon a 
substantial range of manufactures. 


Canada Declined Free Trade. 


“ W hen we started upon the negotia 
tions I authorized the secretary of 
state and his commissioners to offer 
free trade 
in everything, but 
this 
Canada would not grant us, because 
she has a protective system and she 
was afraid of the competition of our 
better organized Industries.” 
The president reviewed briefly the 
accomplishments 
of 
the 
Sixty-first 
congress, declaring in its three ses­ 
sions just closed It had enacted more 
helpful legislation than any congress 
since the Civil war. 
Mr. Taft asserted 
the greatest accomplishment 
of the 
short session ended March 4 was the 
ratification of the Japanese treaty. 
The great disapi*ointment. he said, 
was the failure of congress to ratify 
the reciprocity agreement with Cana­ 
da. 
In this connection he referred to 
his action in calling an extra session 
of congress to convene April 4. 
“ M y opinion is.” said Mr. Taft, “ a 
m ajority of both houses, disregarding 
party lines, will seize a great national 
opportunity and promptly ratify the 
agreement before proceeding to oth*^ 
business.”

Furnishes Seed 


A condensed statement of the lease 
of the poor farm by the county com­ 
missioners to Carl E. Wheeler made 
on March 7, 1911, reveals the follow­ 
ing essentials: 
The poor farm embraces the south­ 
west quarter and the south half of 
the northwest quarter of section 33- 
45-30. 
The lease is for a term of 
two years. 
The superintendent and the county 
share annually one half each of all 
the crops, grain and vegetables raised 
on the poor farm and one half of the 
increase of the live stock produced 
thereon as specially agreed upon. 
The superintendent is to cultivate 
seed and crop all plow lands on the, 
poor farm as he may choose, and to 
cut and care for the grass growing on 
the farm. 
He is to thresh out all 
grain raised and to secure all vege­ 
tables grown in due and proper sea­ 
son and may feed so much as neces­ 
sary to the stock, horses and hogs 
if sold, must be di­ 
vided equally between the parties. 


“ It is further agreed by and between 
said parties that the stock, cattle, j 
horses, hogs and chickens, and all 
the farm tools, machinery, farm im- , 
pjements, household goods, furniture, 
beds and bedding, and all the person­ 
al property mentioned in the inven­ 
tory attached are to be and remain 
on said poor farm unless by the writ- ; 
ten consent of both parties hereto 
the same or any part thereof shall be 
sold or otherwise disposed 
of. 
and 
each of said parties is to have one 
half of all the grain and vegetables 
and one half of all tin* increase of 
the cattle, hogs and chickens, that 
may be sold. and said party of the , 
j second part is to take good care of 
j all said property and at the expira- \ 
j lion of said term of two years he is 
to leave on said poor farm, for said 
party of the first part, all of said 
! property, except st) much 
or such 
j parts thereof as may be by consent 
of both said parties sold or otherwise 
disposed of or that may be destroyed i 
or die without the 
carelessness 
or 
negligence of said party of the second 
part, but the said party of the sec- i 
ond part is nevertheless to leave on 
said poor farm at the expiration of 
said term the same or as many in i 
kind of all said personal property and i 
all to be as good as that now on said > 
poor farm.” 
Paupers are to be boarded at $20 
a month by the superintendent. Duly 
verified statements of the number, 
names, date of admission and dis­ 
charge of each and the days each was 
kept must be made monthly by the 
superintendent to the county commis­ 
sioners. 


The superintendent is to have all 
the chickens, vegetables, milk, cream, 
butter, eggs needed for himself and 
family. 
No cattle, hogs or sheep are 
to be killed for food by him unless on 
the written consent of the 
county 
commissioners and when so killed the 
same are to be replaced by the sup­ 
erintendent. 


Wood is to be hauled 
from the 
county wood lot and such as the com­ 
missioners may direct the superin­ 
tendent to haul to places in Brainerd 
shall be at the price of $2.50 per 
cord. 
The poor house and all rooms shall 


be kept disinfected and fumigated. 
The county commissioners shall fur­ 
nish bedding not to exceed $25 in 
value, all other bedding the superin­ 
tendent shall furnish at his own cost.
